A Dull IIIH! Uiipromisinrr Outlook. 


CHICAGO Nov. 15. 


Tho effects of large crops to depress prices 


have been experienced this week in tho wheat 
market, prices having dropped to the lowest 
point in the lust two years. Exports have 
bec-n diminishing for a month past. There ia 
a complete absence of any speculation in the 
market for wheat, and prices in this country 
are now governed entirely by the foreign de- 
mand. Thero is no longer any talk, either, of 
New York or Chicago being tho controlling 
markets of the world. In ahort, the foreign 
consumers neem to havo it all their own way. 
At present prices, and at tho present volume 
of exports, tho value of our weekly exports of 
wheat and Hour are only about two-thirds as 
great as tho corresponding period last year, 
while tho value of exports of corn and provis- 
ions is not one-fifth o'f what it wiia at this time 
las", year. Tho problem, as far as tho market 
for pur large surplus of wheat is concerned, 


diftienlt to solve. 
Higher prices for petroleum may help otir 


sido of the trade balance somewhat; but on

Into town on spirited chargers, ono of 
ihom loading; a crippled marc. 
'-I'lmy 


Imltod in front of a whisky shop, dis- 
mounted, hitched the steeds, entered the 
sliop and proceeded to fill themselves 
with the material that both cheer.'- and I 
nebriates. 
When a sullident quantity 


was punished, the caballeros became 
boisterous, mounted their horses and 
rode furiously through the town. 
A 


number of railroad employees were 
present, and did not seem inclined to 
allow the boys to have their Air. out. 
They were, however, deterred from in- 
terfering by the wiser counsels of some 
friends who were present, but wore still 
very far from being in love with the 
proceedings. Things would doubtless 
have gone on all right had not the Mex- 
icans gone a little beyond the bounds of 
reason. 
They reined iu their 


front of tho railroaders, called them 
gringos and other pet names, threatened 
to ride over them, and in other offensive 
ways helped to irritate tho feelings o£ 
tho crowd and bring to a climax tho 
brooding broil. 


Just as things were beginning to get 


scrions, a long-bearded citizen made his 
appearance on. the soeno and asked the 
Mexicans which of them claimed the 
lame marc.

Sap-Sucker Shooting1. 


Several of the 
smaller American 


woodpeckers are sap-drinkers; but only 
one kind, the one of which I am writing, 
ever pecks holes for the purpose oi get- 
ting at tho sap. He is named by natu- 
ralists (Jentimis Caroliniis. He is a very 
cunning bird. One of his habits is to 
move around the bole of a treo just fast 
enough to keop nearly hid from you as 
yon walk around trying to get a good 
look at him. This ho will continue to 
do for a considerable length of time, but, 
finally getting the tree-trunk fairly be- 
tween you and him, lie takes to his gay- 
wings and tlies in such a line as to keop 
hidden from your eyos. 
Usually ho 


says good-by with a keen squeal as ho 
starts away. 


Down in the mountain valleys of 


Northern Georgia I used to amuse my- 
self with watching the little half-naked 
negro boys trying to shoot sap-suckers 
by means of their blow-guns. 
Such a 


blow-gun as they had is a straight reed 
or cane about six feet long, through tho 
whole lerjgth of which a smooth bore is 
made by punching out the joints. The 
arrow used in this gun. is made of a 
sharp piece of cane-wood not longer 
or larger than a knitting-needle, with a 
ball of cotton-lint bound on tho end op- 
posite tho point. The arrow is blown 
out of tho gun by the breath from the 
shooter's mouth. It flies with so great 
force that I have seen a bird killed "at a 
distance of forty yards. Some of the 
little negro boys were very skillful in 


steeds H us'nS t-116 blow-gun, and as sly as cats in 


' ' 
creeping up close to a bird before shoot- 
ing at it. 
Many people in Northern 


Georgia have China trees on their lawns. 
The berries of those trees intoxicate or 
render drowsy tho robins which feed 
upon them, and then the poor birds are 
killed very easily by these blow-gun 
Nimrods; but tho sap-sucker never oats 
berries of any kind, so he keeps sober 
and gives his persecutors great trouble, 
| nearly always outwitting them, for 
birds, like people, succeed bolter bv 
keeping clear of everything intoxicating". 


In our Northoru States, where tho 


Winter is very cold and all tho maples 
and ash and hickory trees are frozen so 
that their sap will not flow into our 
bird's pots, ho is compelled to depend 
upon the cedar trees for food, since their 
resinous sap is not affected by the cold. 
Often I have scon him peeking away at 
the gnarled bole of an evergreen when 
tho thermometer's mercury stood ton 
degrees below zero, and the air was 
fairly bine with winter's breath. 
Even 


in Georgia it is sometimes so cold that 
he chooses the pine trees, finding be- 
tween their bark and the underlying 
wood a sort of diluted turpentine, upon 
which he feeds. While busily engaged 
peeking his holes on cold, windy days, 
he is not so watchful as in fine weather. 
At such times I have seen a little negro 
"blow-gunner" stick throe or four ar- 
rows into the soft bark all around the 
busy bird before it would fly, and have 
been just as much surprised, at the boy 
as at the bird; because, if it was strange 
how the bird could be so busy as not to 
notice an arrow "chucking" into the 
tree closo by him, it w:xs equally strange 
how that little negro could "stand it" 
to be out so long in such a cold, raw 
wind with nothing on but a shirt! —
